London. Oct. 24.— Politics, both fw- 
eign and domestic, give way in the 
public interest to tha axtanalTa flpoda, 
never equaled In Bingland wlttmi the 
present generation, and far more wide 
spread than the Moray floods of sixty 
years ago, which, however, destroyed 
many lives. The floods have come so 
gradually that nearly every one has had 
a chanca to eacape, although Taat plains 
ara under water and firnlali Bsre 
swollen. to riraca. The chief anxiety 
felt ia ai to whether tha waters will al- 
together retire from some of the regions 
invaded, e«pwiiilly the low lands near 
the Hea, Lir^.- sections of which have 
been reecuitd lor cultivation by the labor 
of centuries, 

Should the floods, which ara atiU ria- 
ing in many places, not soon subiide, 
much sufferini; will be caused. 

In Buc'kiuuhauishire, the country in 
the vicinity of Newport-PHrncllia on 
the Ouse, w aubiuergea. iiud the inhab- 
itants have V/ceu comjH'lled to seek 
refuge on the upper tioor« of their 
homes. The high road running into 
Newport is several feet under water. A 
railroad cutting near Chriet church 
collapsed yestenlay and complet*>ly 
blocked tip the railroad linos. Tho mr 
rounding neighborhood in inundated so 
that the repairini^ of the diiuiage is im 
possible till the subsidance of the 
floods. 

The Thames is still rising and is al 
ready five feet above its normal high 
wiiter mark. A portion of the royal 
»;ardens and drlTw at Windacr ware 
flooded. 

The flood demolibhid a pile dam which 
had been constructed acroe« a fifty foot 
gap in the embankment of the river, 
Parrett, in Someraet. An enormous 
volume of water pounni through tiio 
breach thus made, causing wideopreud 
damage to the adjacent country and 
forcing tha uountrv people to nse boats 
npaaJagftosi Tilhgata Tfllaga. 

Natural Oas Oivlna Out. 

Cleveland, Oct. 24.— There is consid- 
erable trontile in several of the natural 
gas towns of t,»l'io over the fuel question. 
Notice was H--rved yesterday on the 
factories of Lima by the natural gas 
company that no gas would b« fur- 
nished after Nov. 1. The manufactur- 
ers at Tiffin were notified that when the 

g resent contracts expired they would 
ave to put in meters and pay for gas at 
the rate of six cents per 1,000. The pot- 
teries at East Liverpool can no longer 
depend on gas and they are reHuming 
the use of coal. Only private consum 
ers are being furnished with gas in Day- 
ton, and unless the supply in increased 
by the drilling of new wells the price 
will be increased 25 per cent. The sup- 
ply at the wells at the points named is 
rapidly decreasing. Cobtly litigation is 
likely to ensue at Dayton and Tiffin

It is improbable, however, that 
this rate of increase \» maintained fora 
L'reat distance, and many physicists be- 
lieve that .it Home unknown but very 
great deptli the increase in temperature 
ceases.
